commission to direct distribution of 
skilled workers. 
“We shall seek to learn w hether 
high officials believe th a t d ra ft of 
labor is necessary to m eet our war 
goal.’’ said Thom as. 
“Of course, the constitution has

prohibition 
against involuntary 
servitude. If workers are drafted for 
labor, they m ust b'1 drafted as sold­ 
iers. 
In 
my judgm ent you 
c a n ’t 
draft labor as such. 
"Congress h a s power to draft sold­ 
iers. 
If congress cl voided that it is 
just as m uch of m ilitary effort to 
m ake planes and ships as to handle 
guns, it could d raft m en into the 
arm y and assign them to this work. 
I believe the courts would sustain 
this.
